to the campsite in the back of Josh's silver Toyota Tacoma. As of 1045 hours on May 12, 
2014 I have only received admissions of guilt from Leonard and Cory. I have tried to 
contact Josh but have been unsuccessful up to this point. 


On May 12th, 2014 at approximately 1430 hours, I v;as contacted by Josh and asked if ho 
could come and speak with me at the NMSP Office. At approximately 1500 hours Josh 
arrived at the office to give me his side of the story. Prior to interviewing Josh, I 
read and explained to him his Miranda Rights and Josh agreed to speak with me without a 
lawyer present. Josh explained to me, Cory, Leonard and himself were drinking at the 
campsite talking about hunting. Josh said as they were talking about hunting, they got 
the idea to go and shoot some sheep at a nearby ranch. Josh said he did not shoot at the 
sheep, only Cory and Leonard did. Josh only drove his red truck up and down the road 
waiting for Cory and Leonard to return. Josh did say they did kill one sheep and later 
gutted it and consumed it. Up to this point in the investigation, I have admissions from 
all the suspects Leonard, Cory and 

Joshua. Leonard, Cory and Joshua have been advised of all their charges that will be 
sent up to the Rio Arriba County District Attorney for evaluation. 

On May 16, 2014 at approximately 1000 hours, I conducted an interview with Mr. Garcia, 
Leonard Bustos, Cory Atenico and Joshua Lovato. The interview took place at the New 
Mexico State Police office in Rspanola, New Mexico. Prior to conducting the interview I 
read Leonard, Cory and Joshua their Miranda Rights. Leonard, Cory and Joshua all said 
they understood their Miranda Rights and they did wish to speak with Mr. Garcia and I 
without an attorney present. During the interview, Leonard, Cory and Joshua all admitted 
to Mr. Garcia and I they had all been talking about killing an animal the morning of May 
10th, 2014. Leonard, Cory and Joshua said they jumped into Joshua's red Toyota Tacoma 
and drove up the dirt road at the El Rito, Camp ground. As they were driving up the road 
they said they saw the reflection of an animal's eyes behind the fence and noticed a few 
sheep about 15-20 yards from the fence line. They then stopped the vehicle and Leonard 
said he grabbed a .22 caliber rifle and shot at two sheep but did not know if he had hit 
any. Leonard said he then handed the rifle to Cory who took another two shots at the 
sheep, but according to Cory's statement he also did not know if he had hit any of the 
sheep with his shots. Finally Joshua grabbed a .12 gauge shotgun and fired at one of Che 
sheep which wounded it. Joshua then walked up to the wounded sheep and fired once more 
which killed the sheep. Leonard, Cory and Joshua all admitted Co dragging the dead sheep 
to Joshua's truck and placing it in the bed of the pickup. They then all drove to the 
campsite in El Rito, skinned the sheep, cooked it and consumed it. 

After receiving and recording all the statements from Leonard, Cory and Joshua I let Mr. 
Garcia speak with them. Mr. Garcia advised the boys they must pay $7,560 in restitution 
between the three of them and write an apology letter to the Rio Grande Sun newspaper. 

The boys all agreed to Mr. Garcia's stipulations. I again advised Leonard, Cory and 
Joshua this case is not over and the report will still be sent to the District Attorney 
for evaluation. Mr. Garcia did receive a check from Cory's grandmother Bernice Atencio 
in the amount of $2,520 which was his part of the restitution. I will be attaching a 
copy of that check with this report. 

It should also be noted that Leonard, Cory and Joshua all wrote statements and apology 
letters to Mr. Garcia and they to will be submitted with this report. 


This case is closed, if any further information becomes available pertaining to this 
case it will be submitted through a supplemental report.

May 13, 2014 


On Saturday May 10'-'' four of my friends and I arrived in El Rito around 12 
a.m. to camp for the weekend. On Saturday afternoon, Joshua Lovato and Cory 
Atencio stopped to talk to us at the camp site on their way back to Espanola and we 
made plans for them to come back and camp with us later on that night. They 
arrived Sunday morning at around 1 a.m. and we were just hanging out around the 
fire drinking some beers and taking shots when the idea of killing an animal 
randomly came to conversation and without even thinking about it Josh, Cory and I 
left in Josh's truck. While driving up the mountain, the sheep were the first animals 
we saw so we stopped. 

When we got down we jumped the fence and walked to where the sheep 
were. Cory shot twice with a .22 caliber and we didn't know if hit anything. He then 
passed me the gun and I also shot twice and we weren't sure if I hit anything 
either. That was when Josh said that he "was disappointed in us" so he shot twice 
with a shot gun and confirmed the kill. 

We loaded the sheep on the back of the truck and then brought it back to 
camp. Josh gutted the sheep and then I helped him put it on the tree and skin it. As 
the sun started to come up, Josh and I cut off a hind leg to take with us and then 
went to dispose of the body and cooked the blackstrap of the sheep. When we got 
back we started cleaning up a little and then I went to sleep in the back of 
Amanda's truck. When we were woken up by the police at around 10:30 a.m. we 
found out that Josh and Cory had left around 9 a.m. leaving all of their stuff behind. 
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Dear Mr. Garcia, 


On the behalf of myself and my irresponsible choice 1 am truly sorry for the 
action 1 have committed. I have learned a valuable lesson and hope we can 
come to a resolution to mend the damage 1 have caused to your lively 
livestock. I hope you can find it within yourself to forgive me and allow me 
to repay you for your losses.

Then, I passed the .22 to Leonard 
Bustos and he took an additional two shots at the sheep not knowing if he 
hit any either. However, Josh Lovato said, "You guys are disappointments." 
Josh Lovato then took an additional two shots with the shotgun. Josh Lovato 
then said, "Help me drag it to the truck." We took it back to the campsite 
and that is when Josh Lovato begins to gut the animal. After Josh Lovato 
gutted the animal Leonard Bustos and Josh Lovato hung it from the tree and 
began to skin the sheep. I felt asleep in the back seat of the truck and l 
woke up when Josh Lovato and Leonard Bustos were driving to dispose of it.
